A re-check of Friday's decathlon 


scores revealed that Jesse Morten- 
sen was leading (Buster) Charles by 
only two one-hundredths of a point 
at the conclusion of the first day's 
events. The officials announced that 
errors had been made in awarding 
points for the high jump and that 
Charles should have received about 
fifty more points than the first 
check showed. Mortensen's score 
•was 4,244.07, while the Indian star 
had 4,244.05. 
Mortensen, however, b o u n d e d 
ahead in the 110 meter high hur- 
dles in which he turned in the best 
time of 15.7 seconds for 933.5 points 
and bringing his total for six events 
to 5,177.57. Charles lifted his total 
to 5,130.05, while Barney Berlinger 
was third with 4.937.69. 
Mortensen further increased his 
margin in the discus throw. ' He 
tossed the plate 41.571 meters for 
861.718 points and a grand total of 
6,039.282. Berlinger's effort in the 
event was good enough to move him 
into second position in the unof- 
ficial reckoning, ahead of Charles.

POPE ATTACKS 


FASCIST PARTY 


Encyclical 
in 
Defense 


Of Catholic Action 
Society Released. 


Charges Attempt Made 


To Tear Away Young 


From Church. 


VATICAN CITY, July 4— Iff)—A 


papal attack on the fascist party 
for its attitude toward the church 
and a defense of the Catholic Ac- 
tion society were before the Catho- 
lic world today. 


Pope Pius XI in an encyclical 


letter made his first detailed ex- 
planation of the current contro- 
versy between the church and state 
over the closing of youthful organ- 
izations affiliated 
with Catholic 


action. 
Neither Premier Mussolini nor 


the party itself was mentioned by 
name, but the reference was plain 
in the pope's statement concerning 
"irreverences and violences which 
took place in the presence of and 
with the participation of members 
of a political party." 
"That which was desired and 


that which was attempted was to 
tear away from the Catholic Ac- 
tion society and through the pro- 
cess to tear away from the church 
the young, and all the young,'' said 
the encyclical. 
"This confirmation is made all 


the more explicit and categorical, 
we were almost about to say sol- 
emn and violent, by the one who 
not only represents all. but who can 
do all and who confirms it in offi- 
cial or quasi-official publications 
dedicated to the young." 
Pontiff Opposes Control. 


The pontiff opposed in vigorous 


terms the allegedly anti-Catholic 
activities of facismo and its con- 
trol over the young. 


"We cannot be grateful," he wrote 


at another point, "to one who 
after putting out of existence so- 
cialism and anti-religious organiza- 
tions . . . has permitted them to 
be so generally readmitted . . . and 
has made them even stronger and 
more dangerous inasmuch as they 
are now hidden and also protected 
by their new uniform. 


"You 
ask us • • . what is to be 


thought about the formula of an 
oath which even little boys and 
girls are obliged t9 take about exe- 
cuting orders without discussion 
from an authority which - - . can 
give orders against all truth and 
justice. The answer from the Cath- 
olic point of view and also from a 
human point of view is inevitably 
only one, such an oath as it stands 
is illicit." 


Charges that the Catholic Action 
society had political aims were un- 
true, the pope said, and its disband- 
ing throughout Italy was a crime 
against the church. 


The closing of the youth clubs, he 


said, was carried out "with tactics 
which would give the impression 
that action was being taken against 
a. dangerous organization of crim- 
inals." 


Many officers of the law rebelled 
against this duty, he said, "but m 
sad_ contrast to the manner of these 
officials there were many acts of 
violence extending even to the 
striking. in blows and the drawing 
of blood.

Criticises Dole System. 


The secretary of war criticised 


those who "would condone the 
st -.dy encroachment of bureaucracy" 
and characterized the unemploy- 
ment dole as "the most unsound 
and benumbing soporific ever rec- 
ommended as a palliative for an 
economic ill." 
American achievements, he said, 


constitute a "record of the triumph 
of individual initiative and courage." 


Hurley said the business depression, 


through which the country is now 
pasing "does not repudiate our eco- 
nomic system" but "it has indicated 
to us the necessity of improving our 
economic system by providing for a 
greater and more equitable distribu- 
tion of wealth and by stabilizing the 
basic economic forces of the nation.1' 
Calls on Local Powers. 


Asserting that it has been diffi- 


cult through the strains of war and 
the stress of rapid peace-time de- 
velopment to maintain a perfect 
balance between the states and na- 
tional government, Hurley quoted 
Thomas Jefferson as calling for 
state enforcement of police powers. 


"And yet today," he said," we have

POTATO CROP NOT 
RUINED BY PERIOD 


OF HOT WEATHER 


The recent hot weather has de- 


layed but not entirely ruined the 
eastern and central Nebraska potato 
crop, says H. O. Werner at the 
agricultural college in Lincoln. Let- 
ters and telephone calls indicate 
that backyard potato growers par- 
ticularly are worried over the con- 
dition that exists underground in 
their patches. Only one or two 
little potatoes can be found in each 
hill, they tell Professor Werner. 


Werner explains that the potato 


is not a hot weather crop. - When 
the temperature gets up around 100, 
the potato plant spends all its time 
and energy keeping cool. When the 
temperature at night stays up 
around 70 to 80 as it did for several 
nights recently, the potato plant 
has no chance to rest or get readv 
for the next scorching day.

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WASHINGTON'S FOURTH OF 


JULY ADDKESS. 


Fifteen years after the Declaration of Independence 


was signed, the significance of that event was much 
less 
appreciated 
than it is now. Possibly, the 


colbnies which had won independence and which had 
set up a government, which later was to become the 
outstanding democracy of the world, were too pre- 
occupied with the immediate problems of the day 
to plan elaborate programs for the Fourth. 
. Jit Lancaster, Pa., on Independence day in 1791, 
however, the first American president and the Father 
of His Country, George Washington, delivered the only 
Fourth of July address which he gave during his term 
of office. Lancaster then was the largest inland city 
in the United States. Waiving his customary reluc- 
tance. Washington consented to visit Lancaster on the 
Fourth. Describing the incident in his diary, he 
writes: "I agreed to halt here this day and partake 
of the entertainment. . In the forenoon, I walked 
about the town—at half past two o'clock I received, 
and answered an address from the corporation and 
the compliments of the clergy of different denomina- 
tions—dined between 3 and 4 o'clock—drank tea with 
Mrs. Hand." 
If Washington failed to attain oratorical heights 


on that glorious Fourth just one hundred forty years 
ago today, the good citizens of Lancaster supplied it 
with a formally prepared address, delivered to the 
president. It reads as follows: 


"To George Washington, president of the Unit- 


ed States: 
L , .. . 
"Sir: On behalf of the inhabitants of the bor- 
ough of Lancaster, the members of the corpora- 
tion beg leave to congratulate you on your ar- 
rival at this place. On this jovial occasion, they 
approach the first magistrate of the union with 
hearts impressed with no xless grateful respect 
than their fellow citizens of the east and the 


• south. With them, they have admired those tal- 
ents, and that firm prudence in the field, which 
finally ensured success to "the American arms. 
But at this time, reverence forbids the language 
•which would naturally flow from the recapitula- 
tion of the events of the late glorious Revolution. 
The faithful page of history will record your illus- 
trious acts for posterity. Yet we can not fore- 
bear to mention what we, in our day, have beheld 
and witnessed. We have seen you at the awful 
- period, when the storm was bursting around us, 
and our fertile plains were deluged with the rich- 
est blood of America. Rising above adversity, and 
exerting all of the talents of the patriot and the 
hero, to save our country from threatened ruin; 
and when, by the will of Heaven, these exertions 
had restored neace and prosperity to the United 
States and th£ great object for which you drew 
the sword was accomplished, we have beheld you, 
adorned with every private social virtue, mingling 
with your fellow citizens... 
"Long, very long, sir. may you enjoy the affec- 
tions of your fellow citizens. We pray for the long 
continuance of your health and hacpiness and 
choicest blessings of Heaven on our beloved coun- 
try—and on you—its father and its friend." 
* * * 


To this well deserved eulogy. Washington made a 


reply which is commeiided to the attention of present 
day orators for its brevity. His Fourth of July speech 
was exactly 118 words long, as follows: 


"To the corporation and inhabitants of the 
Borough of Lancaster: 


"Gentlemen: Your congratulations on my arriv- 
al in Lancaster are received with pleasure, and 
the flattering expressions of your esteem are re- 
plied with sincere regard. 


"While I confess my gratitude for the distin- 
guished estimation in which you are pleased to 
hold my public service, a sense of justice to mv 
fellow citizens ascribes to other causes the peace 
and prosperity of our highly favored country. Her 
freedom and happiness are founded in her pa- 
triotic exertions, and will. I trust, be transmitted 
to distent ages throua-h the same mediums of wis- 
dom and virtue. With sincere wishes for your so- 
cial. I offer an earnest nrayer for vour individual 
welfare." 
There is In that the reminder that the price of 


representative government, with its institutions of in- 
dividual liberty, is eternal vigilance. Wealth is al- 
ways alert and quick to seize upon the opportunity 
to oppress those less strong and able to take care of 
themselves. 
Government exists primarily for the 


protection of the weak, who»arc unable to match 
brains or physical strength with those more fortun- 
ately endowed. It will require the vigilant citizen 
to make real the hope expressed by George Washing- 
ton in the only public reference which he ever made 
to Independence day.

The trend in recent years In the newspaper field 


no doubt sharpened her opposition to the projected 
sale. It is no longer possible to start a newspaper on 
a "shoe-string." 
It requires an exceedingly large 


investment and years of toli, generally unremunera- 
tive. Here was a going property, which, while it had 
not been on an earning basis for a short period, was 
nevertheless well-equipped, comfortably housed .and 
with the advantage of having passed through the 
pioneering stage. Good management and more en- 
lightened and Intelligent news and editorial direction 
could very easily give it a much more commanding 
position than It now occupies. 


For the time-being, at least, Mrs. McLean has won 


her fight. The negotiations which were on foot for 
'the transfer of the newspaper to a new ownership 
have been called off. In the event that the hopes of 
the mother are realized and the Post does come under 
the direction of the two sons, it will be interesting to 
watch what they do with it. A newspaper, strange- 
ly, can't be passed on as a family heirloom. There 
comes a time when the- futility of throwing dollars 
into it gets tiresome. If the young McLeans are to 
find happiness and the success which they may covet, 
it will be necessary for them to put something' oi 
themselves into the newspaper.

THE STATE BANKING MIXUP. 


It is a bad thing for the state of Nebraska and for 


the depositors in failed state banks that dissension 
has arisen between the governor and the receivers of 
these institutions, threatening to throw their affairs 
into confusion, delay the payment of dividends to de- 
positors, and continue to involve the banking admin- 
istration in political turmoil. • 


Without attempting to judge- the merits of the 


present controversy, it appears that the major blame 
for allowing such a situation to develop rests upon 
the governor. Reasonable forethought and proper 
action on his part would have forestalled it. 


If, as Mr. Bryan claims, the law makes his ap- 


pointee in charge of the trade and commerce depart- 
ment the receiver for all failed banks, why has he 
waited six months before assertimr the department's 
authority to take them over? Why did he agree with 
Mr. Bliss, former secretary of trade and commerce, 
to allow the latter to continue as receiver for 200 or 
more banks, after having bitterly denounced Bliss' 
administration during the previous campaign on the 
ground that it had been subservient to the banks 
and inimical to the interests of depositors? 


The fact that Governor Bryan did make such an 


agreement with Mr. Bliss, who now defies Ms authori- 
ty to interfere with the handling of the receiver- 
ships, raises the presumption that much of the talk 
the governors indulged in a year ago, when cam- 
paigning for the office he now holds, was merely poli- 
tical hokum. Surely, if he thought Bliss and the 
former banking administration were as bad as he 
had painted. them, he would have been justified in 
going to any length for the removal of the former as 
soon as he took charge of the state government. 


This could have been done by very simple proce- 


dure. The governor could have named his own at- 
torney for the banking administration six months 
ago, instead of waiting till July 1, and the attorney 
could have immediately filed an application with the 
district court in each receivershiw asking, that the 
name of Bryan's appointee as head of the trade 
and commerce department be substituted in each case 
for the one who previously held that post. The court', 
as a matter of course, would have done this. It is 
customary, where a change of administration occurs 
in the midst of pending litigation, to change the title 
of a case so that the new incumbent is made a party 
.o it instead of the 
one he succeeded. Governor 


Bryan's name was thus substituted for ex-Governor 
Weaver's in several legal proceedings, some of which 
are now before the courts. 


Governor Bryan will probably say 'hat he was too 


Dusy with his legislative program and other impor- 
tant business of the state to look after the banking 
situation at the outset. If his time was so occupied 
to the exclusion of banking matters, it is largely his 
own fault. He has insisted on being the whole thing 
n the state government, demanding that his sub- 
ordinates in all the different departments refer their 
problems to him and do nothing without his personal 
approval. As a result, the public business has become 
stagnated in a number of departments because no 
man is big enough to look after it all. 


Other governors relied upon the executive assistants 


whom they appointed to take some of the executive 
responsibility, as the constitution and laws intended 
,hey should. The Bryan idea seems to be a one-man 
government to the nth degree; yet It is notorious 
-hat he takes more time to consider and discuss of- 
icial matters, before acting upon them, than almost 
anybody else who ever filled the gubernatorial sta- 
tion. The results can hardly be taken as proof that 
his method, of handling the public business is the best 
one. 


Mr. Bryan may be entirely right in his quarrel with 


Mr. Bliss and the other receivers, as to who has the 
lawful right to be in custody of and administer failed 
banks. The trouble is that it has taken him such a 
long time to assert his owr« official prerogative, and 
in the meantime banking: affairs have been plunged 
into a maelstrom of political strife and legal uncer- 
tainty which arc bound to react unfavorably upon 
the interests of the depositors.

I would 
probably not be writing this letter 
had I not acquired a disease from 
that terrible lapse. 
Here is my 


trouble: I am liked by every one 
I know and no one would think 
such a thing of me.. My people love 
me dearly and it would break their 
hearts if they knew. My dad works 
day and night in order to let me 
attend college. So how could I tell 
anyone? How could I confide in 
anyone? 
My people would just 


about die of shame. Please tell me 
what to do. Should I leave home? 


ANSWER. 
First, go immediately to 
your 


family doctor and tell him all the 
facts. You may unintentially be 
even now a source of contagion in 
your house to those you love best. 
Therefore, act promptly. Next, take 
your father into your complete con- 
fidence, for he will stand by your 
side as will no other except; your 
mother. While they may fce heart- 
broken they will never lorsake you. 
With their encouragement and su- 
pervision (and you will need both), 
you can co-operate with your phy- 
sician far better than otherwise. In 
fact, I seriously doubt whether you 
have really concealed your anxiety 
from your mother's 
eyes, even 


• though she may 
not 
suspect its 
cause. Next, keep your mind hope- 
ful. 


Then get busy and crowd -out the 


stifling depression now gripping you. 
The best way to do that is to have 
plenty of mental occupation. Map 
out your days and evenings -into 
hours-for work-and-recreation and 
do not allow pessimistic feelings to 
get the upper hand. 


What you now have to do is to 


atone for an error and the best 
atonement you can make is a recon- 
structed life. This will be impos- 
sible if remorse and horror are the 
predominant occupants 
of your 


rnind. 


Of one thing I am certain, that 


when in later years you meet with 
those so-called "leaders" 
who so 


glibly defend and thereby encourage 
sex irregularities, you will at least 
be in a position to appraise from 
experience the chatter of these fools 
for exactly what it is worth in hu- 
man agony and tears.

PITTSBURGH, Pa. 


I am sure the world is about to 


come to an end. and we shall have 
to face it whether we believe the 
word of the Lord or not. Why don't 
you realize what is hanging over us, 
for all the signs point to the wind- 
up of this Dispensation! 


ANSWER. 


Your outlook is blurred by disillu- 
sionment and despair. Otherwise, 
why should you involve this bur- 
dened earth in wholesale collapse, 
and then try to prove your assump- 
tion by quoting isolated texts of 
Scripture? Let us examine a few of 
the signs of the times. 
India is being slowly prepared to 


take her place among the natoins. 
China, beset with countless baffling 
problems, nevertheless reveals the 
fathomless depths of her vigar and 
her keen expectation of a better fu- 
ture. Russia has entered upon an 
experiment which commands the 
attention of all capitalists and in- 
dustrialists. Turkey, after centuries 
of ruthless despotism, is leading the 
Moslem world toward a new destiny. 
The European nations have con- 
tracted themselves by treaties to 


avoid war, and any single power 
which proposes it will have to en- 
counter these public covenants. Sci- 
ence has pushed man's control ovei 
Nature 'to still wider boundaries 
The terrors of disease and death 
are being reduced. There is much 
poverty, out never before was so 
much relief available. 


Forgive me if I fill your exten- 


sive picture of the ills and wrongs 
of modern life (which I have not 
quoted from your lengthy letter) 
with some aspects you have omitted 
There is very much to regret in the 
movements mentioned, yet there is 
even more to praise.

I accept Jesus as a Teacher, none

ANSWER. 


Suppose you consider its back- 


grounds. Half the world in which 
Jesus lived insisted on separating 
the spiritual from the material. Re- 
ligion to the Oriental meant a with- 
drawal from everything earthly. 
The ascetic was the saint, the men- 
dicant a hero. To be disturbed by 
man's cruelty to man, or to protest 
against the injustice which made 
millions mourn, impaired the,soul's 
heavenward progress. 
The 
body 


was but a charnel house, and even 
its daily necessities a defilement of 
the spirit. 
In the west represented by Greece 
and Rome opposite beliefs prevailed. 
To live conformably to nature, to 
cultivate beauty of form, to devise 
laws for personal and social govern- 
ment and to observe the conven- 
tionalities were the primary duties 
of man. The Greek heeded his 
philosophers and the Roman his 
political guides. As for religion, to 
them, it was largely a matter of 
words too'often meaningless. 
Thus were east and west commit- 


ted to their diverse doctrines. • The 
one said: "Despite the visible and 
the present and fix your energies 
on the invisible and the future." 
The other: 
"Live for the present 
as sanely as you can, and let the 
future, if there be any, take care of 
itself." 
Jesus entered human life at this 
crisis in its thinking and practice to 
insist on its unity as against its sep- 
aration.

DIABETIC SUMMER CAMP 


FOR. CHILDREN DESCRIBED 


An interesting experiment has 


neen carried on for several years at 
Ore Lake, near Detroit—a summer 
camp for diabetic children- 


Diabetes 
is a 


much more se- 
vere disease 
in 


children than in 
older people. Its 
successful 
treat- 


ment 
requires 


careful 
medical 


supervision 
and 
strict 
dietary 


control. The life- 
prolonging quali- 
ies 
of 
insulin 
are more evident 
in children than 
any other group 
of diabetics. 
Dr. Clendenln* 


Obviously children being less re- 
sponsible, these diabetic children 
need to be watched very carefully. 
They are cut off from -the pleasures 
of going to a summer camp with 
other children. It would be danger- 
ous to allow a diabetic child to par- 
take of the general diet at a summer 
camp and undertake the activities of 
other children without having a doc 
tor's watehful eye upon them. 


"With this idea the camp in Michi- 


gan was organized. There are three 
kinds of special 
supervision 
not 


found in other camps. First, a phy- 
sician and nurse are on duty—in 
fact, one physician and two nurses 
for about every 25 patients. Then a 
special dietitian. And thirdly, spe- 
cial recreation supervisors. 
The cafeteria style of serving food 


is used. The food is weighed for 
each little patient and individuali- 
zaticn in diets is possible by the use 
of trained dietetic helpers. Three 
grouns of children, jetting three 
general classes of diet, are fed &t 
separate tables. 


Many arrangements have to be 


set up in such a camp. A laboratory 
is equipped. An emergency treat- 
ment for coma and other accidents 
is made ready- The recreation work- 
ers carry dextrose wafers around 
with them all the time to treat the 
condition of low blood sugar (hypo- 
glycaemia) 
which so 
frequently 


arises when insulin is given. Insulin 
is administered to the patients in 
constantly varying1 doses to meet 
their changing needs. 


The benefits from such an or- 
ganization are 
n-.any. First, the 


child gets a vacation from home 
and the parents get a vacation also. 
A diabetic child must be watched 
and it is inevitable that such 
watching may turn into nagging 
and the condition get on the nerves 
both of the child and its home guar- 
dians. 


The psychological effect on th* 
child of seeing all its companions In 
the same predicament as itsel? Is 
splendid. The installation of proper 
knowledge of dieting and exercise 
and insulin administration can t. 
carried out better in » Hrge grou;> 
than individuallv. An "S. T. Y. D. 
club" (Stick to Your Diet club) is 
formed and the members are taught: 
and helped to earn enough money 
to pay their way through camp the 
next year. Thus the ideals and 
methods of treatment learned in 
camp are carried over through the 
yean 
:

"Wiley never was much of

In these Twentieth century days, 
the Stars and Stripes whip in the 
breeze over many a mighty Ameri- 
can warship, jet on none does it 
wave so proudly as o'er the recon- 
ditioned Yankee frigate, U. S. S. 
Constitution. 
This grand old ship of another 
day in the annals of the United 
States is no less a personification 
today of the traditions of our land 
and its naval forces than on the 
day in October, 1797, that it was 
launched on its glorious career. 
< 
Under a full set of canvas, held 
to the winds by new staunch masts 
and stays, its hull rebuilt with 
great timbers shipped for its re- 
birth from a section which was 
wilderness when the Constitution 
first touched water, "Old Iron- 
sides" is once more ready to prove 
to an admiring world thai its name 
was not given it in vain 


Now, 
after several years of re- 
onditioning and refitting under the 
direction of Lieut. John Lord, XT. S. 
N., at the Boston navy yard, the 
Constitution is ready to make a 
tour of the ports of the United 
States under the command of Capt. 
Louis J. Gulliver, U. S ST. Reborn 
to the glory of its former self, this 
gallant frigate which wrote such 
colorful chapters in American his- 
tory will soon be navigating under 
billowing canvas that all may wit- 
ness and hark back to the days of 
her pnceless service to the nation. 
Starts Brilliant Career. 
Launched at Hartt's shipyard at 
Boston October 21, 1797, the Con- 
stitution was commissioned in 1798 
and immediately took part in the 
first of what was to be many stir- 
ring events on the high seas Fol- 
lowine the suppressing of Frencn 
privateers in the West Indies in 
1798 
the Constitution bombarded 
the forts at Tripoli in 1804 and 
forced peace without further tribute^ 


on four Corsair states and liber- 
ated 115 American prisoners in 
slavery. 
Possibly the most glorious en- 
gagement of its long and justlv 
famous life came when the swift 
and deadly U. S. frigpte met and- 
defeated the British frigate Guer- 
nere, and thereby won the name 
"Old 
Ironsides," during the 1812 


war with England. It was when 
the cannon balls fired by the Guer- 
riere were turned aside by the 
stout timbers of the Constitution 
that Yankee seamen cried, '"Huzza, 
her sides are made of iron." And" 
the name stuck where the shot had 
not.Defeat of the 
Guerriere and 
nineteen other British warships be- 
tween 1812 and 1815 by the Consti- 
tution turned the tide of victory to 
the United States and thoroughly 
broke the tradition of Bnish su- 
premacy at sea.' 
From 1821 to 1858 "Old Iron- 
sides" was stationed in the Medi- 
terranean 
and 
helped 
suppress 
slave trade along the African coast." 
Between 1861 and 1870 the frigate 
served as a training ship for the 
midshipmen at Annapolis and in 
1879 it took its last cruise when it 
arned the American exhibits to the 
Pans Exposition. 


Rebuilt With Subscriptions. 
For years the Constitution lay 
rotting at Boston, the mecca of 
many visitors, but physically a, 
worn-out wreck, a mere shadow of 
its former tower of strength. Fin- 
ally, though popular 
subscription 
and an appropriation by Congress, 
"Old Ironsides" began to be recon- 
ditioned, until, today, she is once 
more ready to take to sea—a won- 
derful, living example of the heroic 
work she did to preserve our na-. 
tion in its early days. 
All hail to this grand old ship. 
May her canvas and colors never 
be furled again!
